These  colleges  will  now 
compete  for  the  prestigious 
honor  following  a  year-long 
research  process  into  how  well 
their  students  learn,  complete 
degrees  and  get  jobs  with 
competitive  wages  after  grad¬ 
uating. 


Prize  winners  will  be 
announced  next  March. 

Some  seven  million  stu¬ 
dents  —  youth  and  adult 
learners  —  enroll  in  America’s 
nearly  1,200  public  and  pri¬ 
vate  community  colleges 
every  year. 

“The  success  of  our 
nation’s  community  colleges 
is  more  important  than  ever 


before,”  said  Aspen  Institute 
College’s  Excellence  Program 
executive  director  Josh  Wyner, 
who  announced  the  names  of 
the  120  top  community  col¬ 
leges  at  the  annual  convention 
of  the  American  Association 
of  Community  Colleges  in 
Orlando,  Ela.

Orientation  sessions 
provide  easy  transition 
for  ICC  freshmen

Freshman  orientation  at  Itawamba 
Community  College  has  been  redesigned 
to  engage  students  in  the  process,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Larry  Boggs,  director  of  Student 
Recruitment  and  Scholarships. 

In  addition  to  scheduling  classes  for 
the  fall  semester,  students  participate  in 
small  group  sessions,  which  engage  them 
in  the  orientation  and  registration 
process. 

Those  who  attend  will  not  only  be 
acclimated  to  the  college  environment 
but  will  also  have  an  opportunity  to  ben¬ 
efit  from  a  “hands-on”  computer  session 
that  will  allow  them  to  learn  how  to 
access  ICC  email  and  to  register  them¬ 
selves  for  classes.  ID  and  yearbook  pho¬ 
tos  will  also  be  made. 

“Attendance  at  the  orientation  session 
is  extremely  important  for  new  students 
to  introduce  them  to  the  College  as  well 
as  to  schedule  the  classes  and  instructors 
they  prefer  and  classes  at  the  times  most 
convenient  for  them,”  Boggs  said. 
“Orientation  is  designed  to  alleviate  stu¬ 
dent  anxiety  and  to  make  the  registration 
process  easier.” 

A  special  parent  orientation  session 
covers  topics  of  special  interest  to  par¬ 
ents. 

Both  morning  (8-11:15  a.m.)  and 
evening  (1:30-4:45  p.m.)  sessions  are 
scheduled  for  July  10  and  11  at  the 
Student  Services  Building  at  the  Fulton 
Campus  and  July  12  and  13  at  the 


Advanced  Education  Center  at  the  Tupelo 
Campus.  Students  may  check  in  from  7-8 
a.m.  for  the  morning  session  and  from 
12:30-1:30  p.m.  for  the  evening  session. 

Students  will  receive  an  orientation 
booklet  which  they  can  use  as  a  refer¬ 
ence. 

Students  are  reminded  that  they  must 
have  submitted  an  application  for  admis¬ 
sion  before  registering  for  orientation, 
Boggs  said.  In  addition,  they  should  reg¬ 
ister  for  an  orientation  session  at  the  cam¬ 
pus  where  they  plan  to  attend.  “Students 
should  register  as  soon  as  possible  since 
there  are  a  maximum  number  that  can 
attend  each  session.” 

To  register  for  an  orientation  session, 
students  should  access  ICC’s  website  at 
www.iccms.edu,  click  on  Students  and 
then  the  Freshman  Orientation  link. 

In  addition,  ICC  has  scheduled  an 
adult  learner  orientation  session  for  July 
24  from  4  to  7  p.m.  at  the  Student 
Services  Building  at  the  Tupelo  Campus. 

Highlights  of  the  session  will  include 
meeting  with  a  counselor,  registration, 
discussion  of  ACT  and  placement  scores, 
financial  aid  application  and  fees. 
Presentations  will  focus  on  how  to 
choose  a  career,  how  to  be  a  successful 
student,  the  G02ICC  portal  and 
Blackboard  and  a  general  information 
session.  Child  care  services  will  be  pro¬ 
vided.

The  implementation  of  the 
Preparing  and  Advancing  for 
College  Experience  program 
(page  3  of  this  issue)  and  the 
opening  of  centers  for 
Advising,  Student  Success 
and  Writing  (page  5  of  this 
issue)  are  part  of  the 
College’s  effort  to  increase 
the  graduation  rate. 

“We  have  undertaken  a 
cultural  shift  in  a  deliberate 
effort  to  increase  persistence, 
improve  retention  and  up  our 
graduation  rate,”  said  ICC 
President  Dr.  David  C.  Cole. 
“We  appointed  an 
Institutional  Effectiveness 
task  force  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  vice  president  Mike 
Eaton,  and  through  some 
very  intensive  strategies,  we 
have  seen  marked  improve¬ 
ment.” 

ICC  launched  its 
“Graduation. .  .It  Matters !  ” 
campaign  in  August  2010  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of 
earning  an  associate’s 
degree.  “We  are  working 
very  hard  to  ensure  that 
advsers  continue  to  commu¬ 
nicate  to  students  its  signifi¬ 
cance,”  Eaton  said.  “We  are 
educating  our  students  about 
the  benefits  of  an  associate’s 
degree  and  the  importance  of 
graduation  vs.  transfer.  Our 
message  is  definitely  eco¬ 
nomic-based.  Graduates  earn 
25  percent  more,  land  a  job 
twice  as  fast  and  are  less 
likely  to  be  laid  off  and  more 
likelty  to  be  candidates  for 
promotion.”

Three  keys 
to  ‘loving 
college’ 

Going  back  to  my  first  year  of  college,  heavy  nostal¬ 
gia  whips  at  my  senses. 

It  was  a  year  full  of  bursts. ..bursts  of  laughter,  tears, 
anger  and  knowledge.  While  striving  to  maintain  a 
healthy  balance  between  studies,  sleep  and  social  life,  it 
felt  as  though  I  was  also  being  yanked  and  pushed  in 
conflicting  directions  as  I  merged  from  adolescence  to 
adulthood.  I  was  used  to  my  life  basically  being  con¬ 
trolled  by  others,  my  high  school  teachers,  my  peers,  my 
parents,  and  as  “college”  hit,  this  all  began  to  change. 

In  my  eyes,  college  represents  more  than  higher  edu¬ 
cation.  It  is  a  level  between  being  controlled  and  taking 
control,  a  chance  to  embrace  new  opportunities  and 
shape  the  person  1  choose  to  become.  Though  college 
may  come  as  a  culture  shock  to  some,  it  is  the  biggest 
opportunity  for  personal  reflection,  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment. 

College  is  another  world  apart  from  high  school,  and  it 
is  easy  to  fall  Into  comfortable,  naive  high  school  ways. 
Considering  people  from  all  over  the  world  choose  to 
come  to  Itawamba  Community  College,  the  campuses 

are  made  up  of  a  growing 
ViOWpOint  diversity  of  beliefs  and  cus- 
toms  that  do  not  follow  typi¬ 
cal  Southern  ideologies. 
With  newfound  freedom, 
some  students  also  like  to 
detached  from  practiced 
family  customs  and  go 
wild.  With  a  mixture  of  new 
people  and  new  freedom, 
high  school  taboos  fade, 
and  startling  drama  over  the  way  another  handles  life  is 
no  longer  appropriate. 

In  my  first  year,  1  noticed  that  students  would  freely 
engage  in  stimulating,  harsh  discussions  dealing  with 
religion  and  customs,  agree  to  disagree,  and  walk  away 
as  closer  friends.  By  this  example,  I  realized  I  could  cre¬ 
ate  bonds  with  a  variety  of  people,  all  with  different 
beliefs  and  backgrounds  and  by  doing  so,  I  could  create 
myself  and  formulate  personal  beliefs.  No  longer  would  I 
have  to  wonder  if  my  actions  triggered  a  wave  of  passed 
snickers  and  sneers  as  is  typically  the  case  in  high 
school  hallways.  The  first  key  step  I  learned  to  enjoying 
college  life  to  the  fullest  —  Instead  of  letting  high  school 
naivete  haunt  me,  accept  that  every  person  is  different 
and  learn  to  be  myself. 

In  class,  I  began  to  notice  the  professors  all  agreed 
on  one  central  subject  —  communication.  I  decided  this 
was  a  college  thing.  The  professors  realize  most  stu¬ 
dents  are  used  to  keeping  quiet  and  taking  what  is  said 
to  them  as  gospel  truth.  However,  they  worked  to 
encourage  students  as  eyes  shifted  around  nervously 
during  classroom  discussions,  to  communicate  because 
ultimately  in  that  rush  of  adrenaline  from  being  called  on, 
it  aids  students  to  think  fast,  consider  their  options  and 
develop  their  own  beliefs,  whether  that  be  through 
speaking  out  or  listening  to  what  another  says.  The  sec¬ 
ond  key  to  college  must  be  communication. 

Last  but  not  least,  I  learned  to  be  active.  The  campus 
is  filled  with  broke  college  students,  which  serves  as  a 
blessing,  allowing  students  to  congregate  and  engage  in 
free  recreational  activities.  Driving  by  the  fields  at  night, 
multitudes  of  people  are  enjoying  themselves  playing 
games  such  as  football  or  ultimate  Frisbee.  I  saw  it  as 
an  opportunity  to  get  out  there  and  try  something  new. 
For  example,  take  a  shot  at  ultimate  Frisbee. 

The  third  key  to  loving  college:  be  brave  and  embrace 
opportunities  given.

Painful  feelings  such  as 
anxiety,  anger,  depression, 
low  self-esteem  and  tension 
are  a  normal  part  of  being 
human.  These  feelings  can 
affect  anyone,  even  college 
students.

resolve.  Counseling  can

In  counseling,  you  can 
discover  more  about  your¬ 
self  and  feel  more  confident 
and  competent.

She  will 
coordinate  a  time  that 
works  best  for  both  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  and  counselor’s 
schedule.  When  calling  for 
an  appointment,  say  you 
want  to  schedule  an 
appointment  with  the  coun¬ 
selor.  Ms.  Lindsey  will  not 
ask  questions  as  to  why 
you  want  the  appointment.

Itawamba  Community  College  provides  a  mass  notifica¬ 
tion  system  called  ICC  ALERT. 

Students,  faculty  and  staff  are  urged  to  participate  in  the 
free  service,  according  to  Buddy  Collins,  vice  president  of 
Student  Services. 

“The  system  enables  the  College  to  inform  students,  fac¬ 
ulty  and  staff  of  any  emergencies  or  imminent  danger  situa¬ 
tions,”  Collins  said.  “The  system  is  secure  and  will  be  used 
for  emergency  situations  and  periodic  testing.” 

The  system  has  been  utilized  for  inclement  weather  situa¬ 
tions  when  classes  and  offices  were  closed  due  to  snow  and 
icing  conditions  and  when  storms  threatened  the  area,  Collins 
said. 

To  sign  up  to  receive  emergency  messages  through  ICC 
ALERT: 

1.  Long  on  to  the  G02ICC  portal  using  your  user  name 
and  password. 

2.  Click  on  the  ICC  ALERT  tab. 

3.  Log  into  the  system  using  your  same  user  name  and 
password. 

4.  You  are  now  at  your  dashboard  and  can  provide  the  con¬ 
tact  information  to  receive  messages.

ate’s  degree,”  Reid-Bunch  said.  “The  transition 
process  includes  gaining  the  life  skills  needed 
for  the  collegiate  classroom,  on  campus  and  in 


the  community.” 

Components  of  the  curriculum  include  goal¬ 
setting,  time  management,  study  skills,  self- 
discipline,  financial  planning,  college  tradi¬ 
tions  and  navigating  technology  for  college 
success  as  well  as  exposing  our  students  to 
campus  organizations,  student  activities  and 
community  awareness.  The  program  will  teach 
students  to  understand  that  student  success  is  a 
combination  of  academics,  wellness  and 
engagement. 

“Itawamba  Community  College  encourages 
our  students  to  connect  to  the  numerous  col¬ 
lege  resources  to  enhance  their  academic  expe¬ 
rience  and  ‘get  on  PACE  for  graduation,”  said 
PACE  program  director  Marty  Cooper. 

“Graduation  matters  at  ICC,”  said  Reid- 
Bunch,  “and  we  believe  that  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  PACE  will  assist  us  in  ensuring  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  our  students,  which  will  culminate  in 
their  earning  an  associate’s  degree.”

July  31  is  the  deadline  for  2012  graduates  from  high 
schools  in  ICC’s  five-county  district  to  complete  applica¬ 
tions  for  the  Guaranteed  Tuition  Program. 

Students  who  apply  must  complete  12  course  hours 
per  semester  and  maintain  at  least  a  2.0  grade  point 
average. 

“We  encourage  the  2012  graduates  in  our  district  to 
apply  even  if  they  are  considering  attending  college  else¬ 
where,”  said  ICC  Financial  Aid  director  Bob  Walker. 
“Plans  may  change,  and  if  so,  the  students  will  be  guar¬ 
anteed  tuition  at  Itawamba.” 

To  receive  the  tuition  guarantee  at  ICC,  students  must 
have  taken  the  National  ACT  and  complete  the 
Mississippi  Tuition  Assistance  Grant  application  and  the 
Free  Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid,  apply  for  ICC 
institutional  scholarships,  enroll  at  ICC  as  a  full-time  stu¬ 
dent  and  complete  the  appropriate  county  Guaranteed 
Tuition  Program  application,  all  by  July  31,  Walker  said. 

The  Guaranteed  Tuition  Program  closes  the  gap 
between  available  federal,  state  and  private  grants  and 
scholarships.

The  use  of  tobacco  products  is  prohibited  on 
Itawamba  Community  College’s  Fulton  and  Tupelo  cam¬ 
puses  as  well  as  the  Belden  Center  to  promote  a  health¬ 
ier  environment,  according  to  Buddy  Collins,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  Student  Services. 

ICC  implemented  the  tobacco-free  policy  in  January 
2011. 

According  to  the  policy,  which  was  enacted  by  ICC’s 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  use  of  tobacco  and  smoking  prod¬ 
ucts  is  not  permitted  on  any  college-owned  property, 
which  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  buildings,  grounds, 
parking  area  walkways,  recreational  and  sporting  facili¬ 
ties  and  College-owned  vehicles.  It  applies  to  faculty, 
staff,  students,  contractors,  vendors  and  visitors,  both 
indoors  or  outdoors. 

An  extensive  marketing  plan  continues  to  educate  the 
ICC  family  as  well  as  visitors  not  only  about  tobacco-free 
implementation,  but  also  emphasizes  cessation  options 
and  resources. 

“We  continue  to  publicize  the  policy  in  several  ways 
including  table  tents,  signs,  announcements  and  printed 
information,”  Collins  said.  “The  cooperation  of  students, 
faculty,  staff  and  visitors  is  vital  to  the  success  of  this 
effort.”

year,  according  to  ICC

Walker.  Applications  may  be 
submitted  via  the  Web  at 
www.fafsa.gov.  “Be  sure  to 
include  the  ICC  Federal 
school  code  of  002409  on  the 
application.  ICC  Financial 
Aid  will  receive  the  applica¬ 
tion  electronically  and  con¬ 
tact  the  student  if  more  infor¬ 
mation  is  needed. 

“If  the  student  has  submit¬ 
ted  the  FAFSA,  the  applica¬ 
tion  still  may  be  incomplete,”

case,  ICC  will  send  students 
a  letter  requesting  the  addi¬ 
tional  information.  Also, 
missing  information  may  be

ICC’s  Cole  wins 
prestigious  award

Itawamba  Community  College  President  Dr.  David  C.  Cole 
has  been  selected  as  a  recipient  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa’s  presti¬ 
gious  Shirley  B.  Gordon  Award  of  Distinction. 

The  award,  which  is  named  in  honor  of  PTK’s  longest-serv¬ 
ing  Board  Chair  and  a  founder  and  long¬ 
time  president  of  Highline  Community 
College  in  Washington,  was  presented  dur¬ 
ing  the  society’s  annual  convention  in 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

In  January  1993,  Cole  became  the  fourth 
president  of  ICC  after  having  served  for 
nearly  two  decades  as  Superintendent  of 
South  Panola  School  District  in  Batesville. 

He  served  as  chair  of  the  Mississippi 
Community  College  Presidents’  Association 
during  the  passage  of  significant  mid-level 
funding  and  Workforce  Education  initiatives.  Through  his 
leadership  the  College  has  launched  an  $8  million  fundraising 
initiative,  the  largest  capital  campaign  conducted  by  any  com¬ 
munity  college  in  the  state,  to  complete  the  funding  for  a  $15.8 
million  Health  Science  Education  Center,  which  is  currently 
under  construction  at  the  Tupelo  Campus. 

He  earned  bachelor’s,  master’s  and  doctorate  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Mississippi,  where  he  was  honored  as  the 
Education  Alumnus  of  the  Year  in  1993.

the  National  Association  of  Manufacturers, 
and  Richard  Riley,  former  South  Carolina 
Governor  and  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education, 
will  select  a  grand  prize  winner  and  four  run¬ 
ners-up  to  be  announced  in  March. 

“American  employers  have  jobs  open  right 
now  but  lack  enough  skilled,  educated  work¬ 
ers  to  fill  them,”  Engler  said.  “The  job  training 
programs  at  community  colleges  must  play  a 
central  role  in  filling  those  gaps  and  preparing 
the  American  workforce.  Community  col¬ 
leges’  success  will  help  determine  whether 
and  in  what  sectors  America  will  continue  to 
lead  in  the  global  economy.” 

While  every  community  college  faces  chal¬ 
lenges,  particularly  in  today’s  economic  cli¬ 
mate,  Secretary  Riley  underscored  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  improving  outcomes  for  community 
college  students,  the  majority  of  whom  are 
underepresented  minorities.

Itawamba  Community 
College  has  launched  online 
GED  testing  at  its  Belden 
Center. 

In  striving  to  provide 
more  adult  learners  through¬ 
out  the  state  with  a  high 
school  credential,  the 
Mississippi  Community 
College  Board  is  partnering 
with  GED  Testing  Service  in 
the  project. 

Registering,  scheduling 
and  testing  on  computer  is 
providing  a  new  experiences 
for  GED  test-takers  and  con¬ 
tinue  to  improve  the  GED 
testing  system,  which  is  a 
gateway  for  adults  to  find 
jobs  or  better  paying  jobs, 
enter  workforce  or  college 
training  programs  and  better 
support  themselves  and  their 
families. 

The  new  computer-based 
GED  test,  which  is  the  same 
test  content  offered  currently 
on  paper  versions  of  the  test, 
and  its  accompanying  sys¬ 
tems  will  provide  an  array  of 
new  benefits  for  both 
Mississippi  and  GED  test- 
takers.  Some  of  the  initial 
benefits  include  an  introduc¬ 
tion  of  basic  keyboarding  and 
computer  skills,  enhanced 
test  security,  flexible  testing 
appointments  for  test-takers, 
instant  test  scores  and  one- 
stop  online  registration  and 
scheduling. 

One  of  the  advantages  of 
the  computer-based  GED, 
according  to  Jan  West,  direc¬ 
tor  of  Adult  Education  and 
Workforce  Basic  Skills  at 
ICC,  is  that  examinees  leave 
the  test  center  with  scores  in 
hand,  whereas  there  is  a  wait¬ 
ing  period  for  the  paper/pen¬ 
cil  tests  to  be  scored.  A  sec¬ 
ond  advantage  to  computer- 
based  testing  is  that  exami¬ 
nees  may  start  another  test 
immediately  after  they  have 
completed  a  test.  With  the 
blocked  schedule  paper/pen¬ 
cil  testing,  all  examinees  are 
required  to  wait  until  the  des¬ 
ignated  time  for  the  next  test 
to  begin. 

The  paper/pencil  GED  test 
is  currently  administered  sev¬ 
eral  times  each  month  at 
ICC’s  Belden  Center  at  3200 
Adams  Farm  Road  and 
throughout  the  College’s  five 
supporting  counties  on  a 
rotating  basis.  It  includes 
social  studies,  science,  math¬ 
ematics  and  both  language 
arts  reading  and  writing. 

The  GED  test,  which 
serves  as  the  only  nationally 
recognized  high  school 
equivalency  program, 
requires  just  more  than  seven 
hours  for  the  completion  of 
the  entire  battery.  West  said. 
To  obtain  a  Mississippi  GED 
credential  an  examinee  must 
acquire  a  combined  total 
score  of  2,250  and  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  410  on  each  content 
area  to  pass. 

In  20 1 4,  paper/pencil 
delivery  will  be  phased  out, 
and  computer-based  testing 
will  become  the  sole  delivery 
model  of  GED  testing.  ICC  is 
one  of  four  Mississippi  com¬ 
munity  colleges  participating 
in  the  GED  computer-based 
pilot  program,  which  will 
offer  more  flexible  options  to 
test- takers.

26  ICC  students

Itawamba  Community  College  participat¬ 
ed  in  a  National  Center  on  Education  and  the 
Economy  national  study  on  College 
Readiness  in  Eebruary  and  March. 

This  involved  testing  of  first  year  commu¬ 
nity  college  students  to  see  if  their  high 
school  courses  prepared  them  to  be  successful 
in  their  college-level  courses.  Three  hundred 
sixty  randomly  selected  students  received 
official  invitation  letters  and  emails  and  vol¬ 
unteered  to  take  ACT  and  Cambridge 
International  high  school  end-of-course 
exams  in  the  areas  of  English  and  mathemat¬ 
ics.

Veterans  encouraged 
to  enroll 

Unemployed  Veterans  who  are  35-60  years 
of  age  and  looking  for  new  careers  are 
encouraged  to  apply  for  the  Veterans 
Retraining  Assistance  Program,  according  to 
Bob  Walker,  director  of  financial  aid  at 
Itawamba  Community  College. 

The  program  allows  qualifying  Veterans 
between  the  ages  of  35  and  60  to  receive  up  to 
12  months  of  education  assistance.  Walker 
said.  Maximum  payments  are  equal  to  the 


full-time  rate  for  the  Montgomery  GI  Bill  — 
Active  Duty,  currently  $1,473  monthly. 

To  qualify.  Veterans  must  be  35-60  years 
old,  unemployed  on  the  day  of  application 
and  have  been  issued  discharges  under  condi¬ 
tions  other  than  dishonorable;  be  enrolled  in 
education  or  training  after  July  1  in  a  VA- 
approved  program  of  education  offered  by  a 
community  college  or  technical  school  lead¬ 
ing  to  an  associate’s  degree,  non-college 
degree  or  a  certificate  for  a  high-demand 
occupation  as  defined  by  the  Department  of 
Labor;  not  be  eligible  for  any  other  VA  edu¬ 
cation  benefit,  such  as  the  Post- 9/11  GI  Bill, 
the  Montgomery  GI  Bill  or  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  and  Employment;  not  have 
participated  in  a  federal  or  state  job  training 
program  within  the  last  180  days;  and  not 
receive  VA  compensation  at  the  100-percent 
rate  due  to  individual  unemployability.

Itawamba  Community  College’s  leg¬ 
endary  football  coach  Mike  Eaton,  who  is 
currently  assistant  to  the  President,  was 
inducted  into  the  Mississippi  Association 
of  Community  and  Junior  College  Sports 
Hall  of  Eame  in  Pearl  this  spring. 

“It’s  a  very  humbling  award,”  Eaton 
said.  “It’s  an  honor  that  is  heartfelt  and 
certainly  appreciated  t  be  inducted  into 
the  Mississippi  Community  and  Junior 
College  Sports  Hall  of  Eame  with  col¬ 
leagues  not  only  from  ICC,  but  the  entire 
state.” 

Eaton  posted  a  111-64-7  record  as 
head  coach  at  Itawamba  Junior/Itawamba 
Community  College  from  1976-92. 

His  111  victories  rank  among  the  top 
five  all-time  career  wins  in  the  MACJC 
and  top  25  in  the  National  Junior  College 
Athletic  Association. 

The  Indians  won  eight  North  Division 
championships,  played  in  four  bowl 
games  and  won  two  state  championships
